The power of the governor to with- 
hold men from camp service, pending 
an investigation of their appeals from 
the district board and the duties of the’ 
board. in such cases, will probably be 
settled today in a message from Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder. 

A ruling was requested Monday by 
Governor Dorsey, following his action 
im requesting local boards of the state 
fo withhold approximately one. hun-

‘stating that appeals in cases of depen- 
| dency and physical disability might be 
| made to the governor, who would have

Under this ruling some two hundred 
appeals were made to the governor, 
and in all cases which the adjutant 
general believed the governor should 
pass upon the papers, the boards were 
asked to hold the men, since their cases 
could not be reopened at all once they 
entered the army service.

By request of Mayor Candler, 
finance committee of council, at an 
ecutive meeting Menday, passed a reso- 
lution asking the mayor to veto the or- 
dinance proposing to increase the pay 
of each employee of the fire depart- 
ment by $5 amonth. The mayor stated 
after the session that he would veto 
the measure. 

The meeting was held in the may- 
or’s private office, instead of in the 
regular aldermaé board's room. 

The request for a _*o0 was made with 
the understanding that whe entire ques- 
tion of raising salaries of employees 
of other city departments will be re- 
ferred later to the salary committee 
of council. 

The proposed salary increase for the 
firemen contemplated taking the funds 
necessary from savings in the payroll 
apportionment to this department, and 
did not mean another call on the city’s 
treasury through council for more 
money. Both the aldermanic board 
and council had unanimously passed 
the proposed increase. 

The entire finance committee was 
present with the exception of Alderman 
Sisson. 

Alderman Dunlap satd he was op- 
posed to asking the mayor to veto the 
salary increase, but that since the 
mayor had requested the finance com- 
mittee to make the request that he 
voted for it. 

Alderman J. Lee Barnes, ex-officio 
member of the police board, will intro- 
duce a:similar ordinance at the next 
meeting of council, asking for a $5-a- 

onth raise for the policemen. 

Both Mayor Candler and Alderman 
Kelley, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, following Monday's meeting, de- 
clared that they were in favor of a sal- 
ary increase for certain city employees 
who have been “‘hard hit” by the high 
cost of living, but that the city had no 
money for such a wholesale raise as 
that proposed for the firemen at the 
present time.

unJawfully to serve an eighteen months’ 


dependency and _ physical disability; 
that the only claims that could be ap- 
pealed were on industrial and agricul- 
tural grounds, which the president is 
to finally decide. 

“T am not a member of the board, 
and I do not wish to speak as if rep- 


resenting them,” stated Mr. Neese. “I 
will say, however, from what I know 
of the draft regulations as well as 
of the proceedings of the board, I do 
not believe anything can be done by 
the board in the matter. 
Only Appeals to President, 

“According to the rulings of Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder no cases 
except those in the original jurisdic- 
tion of the district board can be ap- 
pealed to the president. This means 
that only agricultural and industrial 
cases can be appealed from the decision 
of the district board, and that their 
decisions in cases of dependency and’ 
physical disability are absolutely final.” 

‘In case there is any appeal to the 


president, even in cases filed on agri- 
cultural or industrial reasons, “it is a 
matter up to the board as to whether 
the appellant will be excused from 
iramediate aaiiinaey duty or be sent 
to the camp pending the invVestiga- 
tion.” 

And what tis your opinion as to re- 
opening claims? asked the reporter. 

“My opinion is that even the dis- 
trict board itself is powerless to re- 
open any case after the person it rep- 
resents has been certified by the board 
to the adjutant general for service and 
notified by the local board to entrain 
for service... Immediately after this ac- 
tion the man becomes a soldier sub- 
ject to the will of the military authori- 
ties of the United States alone and 
both. local and district boards lose all 
power over him.’

His petition for habeas corpus brings 
forth ap interesting point in law, the 
question being whether or not a man 
already under sentence in one district 
may be tried and sentenced to another 
term in another district, and whether 
or not the sentences would then 
concurrent. The Califernia commitment 
failed to state that this sentence should 
begin at the conclusion of the New 
York sentence. The petition will 
given a preliminary hearing by Federal 
Judge William T. Newman Monday 
morning. 

Under Sentence in California, 

Dr. Lyman, at the time of his trial 
and conviction in New York, before 
Federal Judge Wolverton, on the charge 
of violation of the postal laws, was 
under sentence in California. He was 
given a term of fifteen months, but 
appealed‘and was released under $20,- 
000 bond. Lyman escaped to Tampa, 
Fla., where he was captured by a post- 
office inspector. He had been charged 
with using the mails to defraud, and 
on his person was found $170,000 in 
large bills. According to his petition 
he offered to return to California and 
waived his appeal so that his sentence 
would begin at once. 

He was taken instead to New York, 
where he was tried before Judge Wol- 
verton and sentenced to _ eighteen 
months in the Atlanta penitentiary, be- 
ginning his sentence here in July, 
1916. 

In the meantime, he was hens in the 
Tombs prison, in New York, for thirty 
days at the request of federal officials, 
who were straightening out Dr. Lyman’s 
business affairs and who stated that it

EXEMPT FARMERS, 


WILSUN 1S URGED 


Barrett and Other Agricul- 
tural Leaders Tell Presi- 


Farms and Is 
Unrest. 


Washington, September 
men for the nation’s organized farm- 
ers asked Presideit Wilson today to 
order a more liberal application of the 
army draft law to farm labor in order 
that agriculture may do its part in the 
war. They urged that the government 
not only should exempt men who ap- 
ply, but should make it its business to 
keen skilled farmers out of the mili- 
tary service and require them to remain 
at their posts as producers. 

The delegation that called at the 
white house was headed by a commit- 
tee of the federal board of farm or- 
ganizations and included the legislative 
committee of the National Grange and 
members of the house and senate from 
the great agricultural states, 
eral board's committee presented a 
memorial setting forth the farmers’ 
situation and formally asking relief. 

Barrett Represented Georgia. 

Representatives of Georgia agricul- 
tural organizations, headed by Charles 
Barrett, presicont of the Farmers’ un- 
ion, were among those who called on 
President Wilson. 

“Agriculture is the only great indus- 
try now undermanned as compared with 
the standards existing before the war,” 
the memorial said. “The shortage of 
farm labor is cutting down the pro- 
ductive power of American farms. 
Transportation companies, contractors 
and industrial plants offer for labor 
prices higher by far than any farmer 
can pay and still produce food for the 
consumer at reasonable rates. 

“If the selective service act is based 
upon the desire of the government to 
put each man where he may serve his 
country best, then the agministration 
of the act should not limit exemption to 
those who apply for it, as it does now. 
Many farmers who should be exempted 
refuse to apply. Many young men vol- 
untarily enlist in the army who can 
serve most usefully elsewhere. We our- 
selves know of many young farmers 
who have left the farm for the army, to 
the loss of the nation as a whole. 


Farms Already Undermanned,. 


“Because the world is short of food 
the government has asked the farmers 
as a patriotic service to increase their 
product. In answer to the call the 
farmers have done and will do their 
best. But already a large proportion 
of the farms are undermanned and the 
process of depletion proceeds uncheck- 
ed. America is making the same mis- 
take that England made instead of 
learning from her experience.

Noted Editor of Die Zu- 
kunft Says Germans Want 
to Stop Struggle, and Re- 
ply to Pope Offers Presi- 
dent Opportunity. 


WILSON URGED TO TRY 
TO FORCE AN ARMISTICE 


Harden Says Respite Would 

Establish Whether Con- 
Been Aroused—German 
People Surety for German 
Government. 


Berlin, September 24.—(Via London.) 
In. response to a request for his opin- 
ion of tf : German reply to the pope's 
peace note, Maximilian Harden, editor of 
Die Zukunft, In a statement to the As- 
sociated Press today prefaced his re- 
marks with the reminder that every na- 
tion and every government is more or 
less tradition bound, none probably 
with tighter cords than Germany. This 
tradition, he said, heavily impeded any 
effort to break through the terrifying 
charmed circle with which the war's af- 
flictions encompass them. 

“The German reply,” said Herr Har- 
defi, “is the first visible attempt to es- 
cape from the charmed circie, whose 
| final sobliteration is a preliminary con- 
idition to an enduring peace.’ 

Germans Want to Step Wat. 
Herr Harden proceeded to declare 
| that the note reflects the honest and 
sincere will of the majority of the peo- 
ple as unequivocally expressed in the 
reichstag resolution, adding: 

“So far as lies in our power we want 
to stop the war and prevent the possi- 
| bility of new wars by the cultivation of 
[a new spirit, which will so completely 
jimpregnate international intercourse 
; with ethical feeling that never again 
shall humanity behold the day when 
force will strangle right.” 

Denying that the German people ever 
seriously intended to apply open or 
covert force to the people or govern- 
ment of Belgium, he said: 

“The words that are so construed are 
intended only to serve the purposes of 
war tactics, or sad necessity. Most ea- 
| Serly do we desire to co-operate in the 


Causing | work of convertifig the misery and dis- 


grace of this war into the turning point 
for a new epoch in which the sun will 
rise for the soul of mankind. This is 
the spirit and import of the German 
answer. 

“The German empire will now be told 
that its answer is not sincerely meant, 
and that it is, in addition, a plain indi- 
caton of the begnning of exhaustion. «af 
in this most tragic hour of all human 
experiences we are unable to rise above 
the unclean vapors of such machina- 
tions, then we are indeed dwarfs in the 
hands of mighty fate. 

“l am not given to adoration of my 
|}government, yet my conscience com- 
mands me to say that the German gov- 
ernment in the full flush of military 
successes and in the exuberance of na- 
tional strength, in this hour, has at- 
tempted the possible, and the unbend- 
ing and determined will of the majority 
of the German people stands surety for 
that which the government and 
reichstag majority have promised. 

Still Believes in Wilson. 

“IT belong to that by no means small 
number, who, despite misunderstanding 
and baiting on both sides, still believe 
in the lofty ethical seriousness of 
President Wilson. Tomorrow that se- 
riousness of purpose can and must af- 
firm itself. 

“If I were President Wilson and in 
bounden knowledge realized that the 
gap between the hostile camps was no 
longer wide enough to justify a con- 
tinuation of the carnage on any pre- 
text I would tomorrow attempt to force 
a short armistice before the American 
and German soldiers meet on the bat- 
tlefield. 

“The purpose of this brief respite 
must be to establish whether, at last, 
the conscience of mankind everywhere 
has been aroused and whether an un- 
derstanding is possible which will lead 
to the birth of a new spirit, bringing 
us deliverance from the, misery that 
now runs red with blood. 

“All nations are abiding the advent 
of this spirit. So Germany, too, is 
abiding it without fear. Woe unto him 
who in this hour of fate fails in his 
duty toward this epitome of th, union 
of mankind and the god head.” 


COWARDICe ALLEGED 
IN GERMAN REPLY. . 
London, September 24.—The Man- 
chester Guardian considers that the 
German reply is not strictly an answer 
to the Pope’s appeal for peace.

N LONDON DISTRICT 


While Airplanes Were At- 
tacking the British Me- 
, tropolis Zeppelins Were 
Bombing Lincolnshire and 
Yorkshire. 


| AERIAL TORPEDOES USED 
BY THE GERMAN AIRMEN 


Scream of the Torpedoes 
Easily Distinguishable 
From Explosions of Bombs. 
British Aircraft Battled 
With Germans for About 
an Hour Over London 
District. 


German airplanes and airships have 
carried out simultaneous raids wn Eng- 
land. The airplanes invaded the south- 
eastern coast district of England ard 
reached London, while the airships 
struck north of London off the coast of 
Lincolnshire and Yorkshire. 

British aircraft engaged the German 
airplanes in a battle of more than an 
hour over the southeastern district of 
London. In addition to dropping the 
bombs, the Germans used a number of 
aerial torpedoes. The airplanes also 
crossed the counties of Kent and Essex. 
The casualties caused by the airplanes 
so far reported are six dead and about 
twenty injured. 

The German airships made 
foray into England early Tuesday. 


| BOMBS DROPPED 
AT MANY PLACES 
BY THE RAIDERS 


London, September 25.—Hostile air- 
planes attacked the southeast coast of 
England this evening. According to the 
official announcement, the raiders came 
in different places in Kent and Essex. 
A few of them followed the Thames and 
attacked London. 

Bombs were dropped at. several 
points. The casualties so far reported 
are six persons killed and about twenty 
injured. 

The raid on London occurred between 
8 and 9 o’clock, and lasted about forty- 
five minutes. 

British airmen engaged the raiders, 
but with what results is not yet known. 
The Germans used a number of aerial 
torpedoes, 

The German planes appeared over the 
southeastern district of London soon 
after 8 o'clock, and the engagement 
lasted until nearly 9:30. The raiders 
were scattered and did not come in 
compact formation. Many star shells 
were used by the defense guns, 
giving the appearance of spectacular 
fireworks. The scream of the torpe- 
does used by the Germans was distin- 
guishable easily from the explosions of 
guns or bombs. 

The people of London behaved ex- 
tremely well. They followed police in- 
structions for taking cover, and there 
was no panic. ’ 

German Zeppelins also appeared 
across the e@oast of Yorkshire and Lin- 
colnshire. The result of their visit has 
not yet been learned. | 

The purpose of the Germans abpar- 
ently was the indiscriminate slaughter 
of the clvilian population of London.

HABEAS CORPUS 
ASKED FOR MEANS 


Move to Free the Alleged 
Slayer of Mrs. King—Ex- 
perts Swear Woman Did 
Not Shoot Herself. 


Concord, N. C., September 24.— 
Through hiscounsel E. T. Cansler, Gas- 
ton B. Means applied late tonight to 
Superior Court Judge James Webb, at 
Gastonia, N. C., for a writ of habeas 
corpus to free Means, who was brought 
before a magistrate here today for a 
preliminary hearing on a warrant 
charging him with the murder of Mrs. 
Maude A. King. 
The state rested its case late today 
and Attorney Cansler’ set out immedi- 
ately for Gastonia, some 45 miles from 
here. 
Judge Webb stated over the telephone 
at midnight that the writ was before 
him and he would announce his decis- 
ion later. Should Judge Webb grant 
the writ the prosecution would be 
called upon to appear before him at 
Gastonia and show cause why Means 
should not be freed. This would mean 
Virtually going over the case again, as 
brought out at the hearing today. 
Details of Hearing. 
Concord, N. C., September 24.—The 
state concluded its case at the prelimi- 
nary hearing here today of Gaston B. 
Means on a warrant charging him with 
the murder of Mrs. Maude A. King, 
without giving any hint of a possible 
motive. It confined itself to an effort 
to show “probable cause” which would 
be sufficient to bind Means over to the 
grand jury. 
An adjournment until tomorrow was 
taken immediately after the state fin- 
ished presenting witnesses, the defense 
requesting time to confer before an- 
nouncing what steps it would take. 
Among the witnesses who testified 
for the prosecution today were two ex- 
perts who declared that in their opin- 
lon it would have been a physical im- 
possibility for Mrs. King to have shot 
herself in the manner in which she re- 
ceived her fatal wound near here early 
in the evening of August 29 last. Means, 
who was the business agent of the 
wealthy widow, was with her at tar- 
get practice at Blackwelder Springs, 
when the shooting occurred and he told 
@ coroner's jury that she shot her- 
self accidentally. 

The hearing was held before Magis- 
trate C. A. Pitts, counsel for Means, 
declining to have him examined before 
Magistrate Palmer. 

Solicitor Hayden Clement, who con- 
ducted the prosecution, avoided any 
mention of Means’ business relations 
with Mra. King or of the fortune eati- 
mated at more than a million which she 
inherited from her husband, the late 
1. C. King, of Chicago. Chicago author- 
ities investigated this feature when the 
Cook county coroner had the body ex- 
humed and District Attorney Swann, in 
New York, also went into this matter 
as well as investigating reports that 
Means had correspondence with Ger- 
man organizations or agents. 

Events Prior to Tragedy. 

Testimony today dealt only with 
events that happened after the arrival 
in North Carolina of Mr. and Mrs. Gas- 
ton Means and Mrs. King, a short time 
before the woman met her death which 
the coroner's jury decided resulted from 
the accidental discharge of a pistol in 
her own hands, 

Representatives of Cook county and 
New York officials came here and aided 
in preparation of the state’s case, two 
of them testifying as expert witnesses. 
Cc. B. Ambrose, of the federal depart- 
ment of justice, also was present with 
the prosecution as was Attorney Gen- 
eral J. Ross Manning, of North Caro- 
lina. Means was represented by eight 
attorneys, headed by Frank I. Osborne, 
of Charlotte. 

It was a crowded courtroom that 
heard witnesses for the state describe 
the target-shooting trip, which carried 
Gaston Means, his brother, Afton Means, 
Captain W. S. Bingham, of Concord, 
and Mrs. King to a little spring in 
Cabarrus county, where the woman was 
shot. Standing shoulder to shoulder 
even in the aisles of the courtroom, 
townspeople and many from all over 
the county followed every feature fis it 
was developed, and once when E._ T. 


Cansler, of counsel for Means, unsuc- 
cessfully sought to draw an admission 
from Dr. Otto Schultze, medical assist- 
ant to District Attorney Swann, of New 
York, the New Yorker was given a 
round of applause. 

“They did that when the Saviour was 
crucified,” Cansler cried dut. “The Sa- 
viour is not on trial,” said the solici- 
tor. “No, but this defendant is as 
innocent,” replied the defending attor- 
ney. 

Magistrate Pitts announced further 
applause would be followed by fines. 

Festimony offered by the state in- 
cluded that of seven witnesses, begin- 
ning with L. A. Weddington, a local 
undertaker, who prepared the body for 
burtal and accompanied it to Chicago 
with Gaston Means and Mrs. Mazie 
Melvin. The latter, a sister of Mrs. 
King, has protested her belief in Means’ 


innocence and sat in court with him ° 


today. 
Couldn’t Have Shot Self. 


Dr. William H. Burmeister, chief cor- 
oner’s physician of Cook county, IIL, 
then took the stand and after qualify- 
ing as an expert on pistol wounds, de- 
scribed the course the bullet took from 
the place where it entered the back of 
the woman’s head. Dr. Burmeister de- 
clared in anawer to a question by the 
solicitor that in his opinion it would 
have been impossible for the woman to 
have held in her hand the pistol which 
‘inflicted the wound. She was right- 
handed, he said, and could not have 
placed her right hand back of her head 
in such a manner as to have fired the 
shot. He also declared the muazie of 
the pistoh must have been more than 
ten inches away from her head when it 
was fired, asserting that he found no 
powder stains or marks and no burned 
or singed hair on her head. On cross- 
examination he described experiments 
which he said proved this. 

Dr. Otto Schultze, professor of path- 
ology at Cornell. university and medi- 
cal assistant to the district attorne 
of New York county, when he too 
the stand later, agreed with Dr, Bur- 
meister’s statements and added that 
firing an automatic pistol such as 
Mrs. King used required that one fin- 
ger pull the trigger and that the 
safety clutch must be pressed simuti- 
taneously by that part of the palm be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger.

SLASHED IN HALF 


United States, Allies and 
Public Share in Reduc- 
tions—War Board to Dis- 
tribute Steel Output. 


Washington, September 24.—Steel 
prices in the United States were cut 
in half today when President Wilson 
@pproved a scale of quotations fixed in 
@ voluntary agreement made by pro- 
ducers with the war industries board. 
The general public, as well 
American and allied governments, will 
share in the reductions, which will go 
into immediate effect, and the agree- 
ment provides that producers shall not 
reduce wages. 

The prices will obtain until January 
1, 1918, to be revised then if investi- 
@ation shows they are inequitable. 

The entire output of American steel 
plants will be distributed under super- 
vision of the war board, which, exercis- 
ing the powers of priority of trans- 
portation gitven the government by 
congress, will apportion it in a way 
hest to méet the country’s war require- 
ments. i 

~The. new prices 
they represent in 
follow: 

Steel bars at Pittsburg and Chicago, 
2.90 per hundredweight. The recent 
price was $5.50. 

Iron ore: Basis, lower lake ports: 
Price -~reed upon,.$5.05 per gross ton,

Coke, Connellsville, price agreed upon 
$6.00 net ton; recent price $16.00 a ton; 
a@ reduction of 62.5 per cent. 

Based on Cost of Production. 

The price agreement was reached 
after m@mths of negotiations between 
steel producers and government offi- 
cials. The prices were based on cost of 
production estimates made by the fed- 
eral trade commission after an investi- 
gation conducted at the president's di- 
rection. 

The chief point of difference that de- 
veloped in the prolonged conferences 
was the question of whether the public 
and the allied governments should 
share in the prices to be fixed. Presi- 
dent Wilson has insisted that they 
ghould, and the administration has 
supported the Pomerene bill now pend- 
ing in congress giving the government 
power to fik iron and steel prices gen- 
erally. Inclusion of public and the al- 
lies in the voluntary reductions will 
still demands made insome government 
quarters that the steel output be requl- 
gitioned under the national defense act, 
but the Pomerene bill will be pushed, 
it is understood, that it may be en- 
forced in event the voluntary agree- 
ment does not work out satisfactorily. 

Officials in close touch with the sit- 
vation said tonight the prices approved 
by the president were liberal and would 
allow tair profits to all steel plants. 
Some of the larger concerns, they said, 
would make handsome profits at the 
prices named and, production, they de- 
clared, should be stimulated accord- 
ingly. 

In arriving at fair prices for both 
roducer and consumer the great prob- 
em has been to set figures permitting 
small mills to produce withott a loss 
and at the same time obprevent the 
larger plants from taking wo great a 
profit. At one time a plan was con- 
sidered by which mills would have been 
paid varying cvusts, based on cost of 
production and capital investment, the 
entire output of all mills to be sold 
in a pool at one price. This was aban- 
doned as too complicated and too dif- 
ficult of administration, 

Virtually the same purpose will be 
accomplished, officials said tonight, in 
the operation of the war tax bill, which 
will take for the government a large 
of excess profits. 

Cost of Steel Plates. 

The cost of producing steel plates in 
some of the larger mills is now about 
$35 to $36 a ton, according to the tes- 
timony of Joseph E. Vavies, vice chalir- 
man of the federal trade commission, 
before the senate committee, which is 
considering the Pomerene Dill. This 
will give these mills a profit of $30 a 
ton under the price of $65, approved 
by the president. In the smaller mills, 
according to Commissioner Davies’ tes- 
timony, the cost runs much _ higher. 
Ninety per cent of the plants, Mr. Da- 
vies said at the time, could sell plates 
at $58 and make a profit. 

Nothing is said in the white house 
announcement as to contracts now in 
force, but it is believed they will stand 
except in instances where the war 
board decides a manufacturer's prod- 
uct is not essential for war purposes 
and that he must replenish a part of 
his requirements for more vital indus- 
tries. 

It is the intention of the goverinment 
to use to the utmost its powers to con- 

trol steel distribution. This may mean in 
some instances, it was sa‘d tonight, 
the shutting down of entire industries 
where it appears th@ steel these indus- 
tries are using can be used more ad- 
vantageously elsewhere.

“The base prices for iron ore, pig 
iron and the leading steel productions 
in which the government is specifically 
interested, as fixed by the president, 
while much lower than the prevailing 
market prices and ooneiaueaae below 
the expectations of the manufacturers, 
yet, on the whole, taking everything 
into consideration, I believe are fair 
and reasonable and come within the 
conditions named by the president in 
his proclamation issued last June. 

“These prices were probably made 
in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the war industries board, who 
gave a patient hearing to the 
representatives an dmade an exhaust- 
ive study of the whole subject. 

“While the manufacturers may feel 
a sense of disappointment they never- 
theless appreciate the courteous 
frank treatment or the part of 
board and they will cheerfully 
esce and do everything possible to 
maintain production to 
so long as the war continues and they 
will not decrease the wages of their 
war knew under present conditions.”

GERMAN PROMISES. 

“You may be sure,” cabled the Argentina 
minister at Berlin to his government regard: 
ing Germany's reply to the Argentine note, 
“the German government will faithfully 
keep its promises.’ 

It is not clear upon what the minister 
bases such a presumption with regard to a 
government which boasts that a treaty of 
the most solemn character merely a 
“scrap of paper.” 

Certainly there has been nothing in the 
diplomatic conduct of the German govern- 
ment during the last three and a half years 
that gives any such assurance. In truth, the 
German government is notorious for its utter 
disregard for its diplomatic pledges. 

And unless the Berlin throne has under- 
gone a diametric change otf conscience dur- 
ing the last few weeks—and which the 
world-at-large knows nothing about—Argen- 
tina, or any other country that pins any 
faith upon German promises, will be leaning 
upon a slender reed if it depends upon Ber- 
lin’s integrity to keep its word. 

America’s experience alone 
enough, it would to 
most credulous of nations charyv about plac 
ing reliance in German promises. For al- 
most three years this government adhered 
to its original policy neutrality simply 
through trust that each succeeding violation 
by Germany of its promises and 
pledges would be tle iast. 

But wearied of 
treachery, deceit, breaches of integrity and 
treaty violations. 

And that ‘: what Argentina wil! eventu- 
ally have to do if it vital 
upon German fidelity 

The disavowal by the kaiser of his min- 
ister’s “sink and trace’ message 
may placate Argentina for the time being; 
but sooner or later—when German expedi- 
ency may be served—it will find, just as the 
United States did—that Germany's word is 
one thing and German expediency quite an- 
other; and that the “sink and leave no 
trace” policy is still alive, disavowed in 
words only and not in the heart. 

It looks as though war between Argen- 
tina and Germany is inevitable—if not now, 
at a later day, after Argentina, too, shall 
have got its fill of Germany’s hollow prom- 


ises. 
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WORTH WHILE WORK. 


When a public official sets conscientious- 
ly to the task of inspiring the rural boys 
and girls of his community with enthusiasm 
for production of things worth while—like 
hogs, for instance—he is doing something 
which merits hearty encouragement. 

That is what T. G. Chastain, Fulton coun- 
ty farm demonstration agent, and his as- 
sistant, Carl Wallace, are doing through the 
medium of their pig clubs plan; and their 
success, as described in Nell Freeman’s 
“Pigs Is Pigs” story in last Sunday’s Consti- 
tution, is indicated by :he fact that 100 pigs 
reared by Fulton county pig club youngsters 
will be entered for premiums at the South- 
eastern fair this fall, as against only thirty 
exhibited a year ago, when the movement 
was in its infancy. 

Get a boy’s interest and you've got the 
boy! 

There is an old saying to the effect that 
when a boy is whistling he is not plotting 
deviltry. The same is equally true of a girl, 
and it applies as well to raising pigs and 
corn and other growing things as to

More than that, while boys and girls are | 


learning the fine points of farm animals or 


member, a boy, whose father advanced to 


him the price of a $75 sow, sold two pigs 
from the first litter for $25, and Kas eight 
remaining, which weigh from 136 to 140 
pounds each, and which later in the season 
will each be worth “on the block” from $36 
to $50. In other words, this boy will clear 
in the neighborhood of $200 on an original 
investment of $75! 

Still another pig club lad has produced a 
hog which, at 20 months old, weighs 800 
pounds; two other boys, brothers, a pig 
which they made grow ‘at the rate of two 
pounds a day! The son of County Commis- 
sioner -Mills has produced cne nine months 
old which “tips the beam” at 312 pounds, 
and two Lakewood boys have a young sow 
which weighs 600 pounds. 

Thus it goes, with boys and girls all over 
the county—scores of them—vieing with 
each other to produce the best pigs and win 
this fall the prizes which will be hung up 
Fulton county. They are being person- 
ally instructed in the various qualities of the 
different strains of swine; the art of judg- 
ing; scientific care and feeding; the best 
methods of preparing their produce for mar- 
Ket, And in doing that they are storing 
up future bank accounts for themselves, and 
making for better agriculture in their com- 
munity. 

Perhaps equally beneficent are the corn 
clubs and the calf clubs which Messrs. 
Chastain and Wallace are also promoting, 
and as a result of which they have twenty- 
seven Fulton county boys and girls engaged 
in preparing pure-bred Shorthorns and Hol- 
steins for exhibition this fall, and for subse- 
quent use as the nucleli of valuable cattle 
herds; and twenty-five of the corn club 
members have each grown a minimum of an 
acre of corn this year. 

“These little Fulton county farmers and 
stock-raisers,” says Miss Freeman—

“have worked hard all the year and have 
given their personal attention to every 
detail connected with their work. And 
they are anxiously awaiting the opening 
of the fair, so that they can see how 
their prize offerings are going to stack 
up against those of other club members. 

“They take great pride in thelr ven- 
tures and are naturally thrilled at the 
thought of walking off with the prize, 
which will not mean nearly so much on 
account of its pecuniary value as it will 
mean in the way of an encouraging word 
—a satisfying ‘well done.’ ”’ 


And while these enterprising county farm 
demonstrators are making for better farm- 
ing and improved live stock in Fulton coun- 
ty, they also—and which is of far more im- 
portance in the long run—are cultivating 
character in the boys and girls and raising 
the standard of the future manhood and 
womanhood of the community. They are 
making for better citizenship as well as for 
better calves and pigs. 

That is work worth while. 


WHY NOT DENTAL STUDENTS? 


Soon after our entry into the world war 
the announcement was made in Washington 

apparently on good authority—that it was 
the war department's desire that all medical 
and dental students should 
studies, and that certainly thev would not 
be called into service until after graduation. 
Later it announced that medical stu- 
dents would not be exempted. 

Subsequently, however, General Crowder

issued an order to the effect that hospital 
and fourth, third and second-year 
medical students who were called to the 
colors under the selective draft act might 
enlist in the enlisted reserve corps and be 
permitted to complete their courses; but, 
contrary to the general belief, that order did 
not include students of dentistry nor dental 
interns in hospitals. And thus far efforts to 
bring about the inclusion of denta] students 
as a part of the medical service have met 
with failure, and many dentists of tomorrow 
are being prepared for line service, at the 
expense of a profession that is already over- 
taxed to meet the requirements of the world. 

England, France and Canada now admit 
that in the early stages of the war they made 
a mistake in accepting dental and medical 
students for line service. They are re- 
gretting it, because they are now short of 
both medical surgeons and dentists; and as 
a matter of fact they are suffering greatly 
for want of dentists to care for both mili- 
tary and civilian needs. Today in this coun- 
try the supply of dentists and of dental 
students is less than the demand; and it 
would seem that a policy of taking young 
dentists out of their profession and of in- 
vading the ranks of advanced dental stu- 
dents for trench fighting timber is fully as 
shortsighted and as deleterious to the na- 
tional welfare, present and future, as would 
be the policy of conscripting doctors and 
medical students for similar service. 

The two professions are twin brothers. 
As a health conservation profession dentis- 
try is as important as medicine. And it 
would seem that, in recruiting an army, the 
government should draw no line of distinction 
between the two, and any privilege or spe- 
cial recognition that applies to the one 
should apply also to the otner. 

If it is wise—and it is—for the war de- 
partment, fearing a shortage of physicians 
in the future, to grant immunity from sery- 
ice to medical students pending the comple- 
tion of their courses, it would be equally 
wise to broaden the scope of the order so as 
to include dentistry students.

If the cotton mill operators get any cotton 
this year they will have to pay high prices 
for it, according to Robert L. Adams, of At- 
lanta, who operates a farm in Alabama. 

“Cotton will go to 30 cents and cotton 
seed to $75 a ton by Thanksgiving,’ stated 
Mr. Adams on Monday. 

“Cotton-planting on a large ecale has been 
eliminated in Alabama,” said Mr. Adams, 
“and diversified farming has taken its place. 
Corn, peas, potatoes, velvet beans and other 
products have forever eliminated cotton as 
the mainstay of the farmer, and the boll 
weevil in Alabama-—apparently to stay. 

“Even of the little cotton planted in Ala- 
bama the boll weevil has taken his share. 
There is no middle or top crop at all, and 
large gins are absolutely without anything 
to do. One manager of a ginning plant told 
me that next year would find him in another 
business. 


“However, this lack of cotton does not 
mean that Alabama has not good crops. The 
fields are heavily laden with every imagina- 
ble thing to eat; barns are overflowing 
with grain and hay. On on 800-acre plan- 
tation I planted 25 acres in cotton, but now 
I regret that a single seed was placed by 
me. 

‘Cattle in Alabama have improved 1090 
per cent,” said Mr. Adams, “and I attribute 
this to the fact that the state now compels 
cattle owners to dip their cattle in state- 
owned vats stationed conveniently in the va- 
rious counties. ‘The law ts a great blessing, 
as, in addition to the satisfaction of get- 
ting rid of the tick on -general grounds, 
they require less feed, give better milk and 
make better beef. Any cattle owner who ob- 
jects to such a law being passed in his state 
is robbing himself, as cows so treated bring 
much higher prices.”

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NATIONAL GUARD UNITS 
BEING CONSOLIDATED 


Military Necessity Is Govern- 
ing Reorganization, Says 
Secretary Baker. 


Washington, September 24.—Military 
necessity will govern the consolidation 
of national guard units under the reor- 
ganization plans of the army, although 
wherever it is possible the troops from 
each state will be kept together. Sec- 
retary Baker announced this policy to- 
day in connection with protests, par- 
ticularly from members of the Missourt 
delegation in congress against the con- 


solidation of Missouri and Kansas 
troops in one regiment. 

Mr, Baker said that several similar 
protests had been received. He added 
that in each case the papers had been 


forwarded to the commander of the di- 
vision to which the troops involved 
were assigned, with instructions to ob- 
serve the wishes of the state represent- 
atives as far as possible, but always 
with the understanding that military 
efficiency was the primary object to be 
served. Im no case, it was indicated, 
will a change be made in the plans of 
the divisional commanders except 
where that efficiency will not be im- 
paired. 

There are some guard regiments with 
years of traditions behind them, and 
special efforts will be made to preserve 
these organizations. They will be used 
as the framework for expansions, it 
was indicated, newer regiments which 
are merged into them losing their iden- 
tity. The Richmond Light Infantry 
Blues battalion is regarded as an exam- 
ple in this category, Mr. Baker ex- 
plained. 

The war secretary called attention to 


an interesting situation at Camp Mills, 


where the Forty-second or “rainbow” 
national guard division which he re- 
viewed yesterday, is mobilized. There 
are two old national guard regiments in 
that division, he said, one from a south- 
ern state and one from the north. Both 
have long records of service behind 
them, including hard fighting in the 
civil war. They are now camped to- 
gether and compose one of the infantry 
brigades of the Forty-second division. 
The last time they’ met was at the Bat- 
tle of Cold Harbor during the war be- 
tween the states. 

Commenting on the work done by the 
railroads in connection with the mobi- 
lization, Mr, Baker said figures now 
available show that since early in Au- 
gust, when large troop movements be- 
gan, the roads have transported 502,000 
soldiers to various points without any 
serious derangement.

has played safety first baseball 
during the greater part of the year 
and has protected himself at the 
expense of several victories. He 
does not take the chances when 
those chances involve possible in- 
jury of himself. He evidently real- 
izes the value of such high class 
live stock. While this may be 
commendable, from the standpoint 
of the player, it hardly is approved 
by lovers of the game, and per- 
haps no man in baseball comes 
nearer being the antithesis of the 
Safety first player than Collins’ 
rival in the series. If there is an 
opportunity to break his neck and 
win a ball game, Herzog will take 
that chance. He will risk every 
bone in his body to win, and the 
Sreater the situation, the more 
depending “pon a play, the greater 
he becomes as a ball player. Dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century, 
I have seen many bal) players who 
rose, with gritted teeth and fought 
for a game with all their nerve and 
courage, but I never have seen an 
exhibition such as Herzog gave in 
the series between the Giants and 
Boston Red Sox. Inthat series, he, 
by his desperate efforts, came near 
turning the dope upside down. It 
was sheer nerve, courage and de- 
termination and, while his back 
may be weak and his condition not 
the best, his nerve still is unim- 
paired. 

It will be interesting to watch 
the men during the coming series 
and contrast their methods. Con- 
ceding Collins every advantage 
from a mechanical standpoint, it 
need not surprise anyone, if Her- 
zog is a greater hero when it Is 
over. 

Another Collins Fault. 

Collins has one more bad trick, 
and one which affects his team 
greatly because it most frequently 
affects the weakest spot on the 
White Sox, which is right fleld. 
With all his experience, Collins 
still has a habit of claiming fy 
balls hit to right fleld and falling 
between his position and the rtght 
fielders. Time and again this sea- 
son he has claimed such balls, and 
then, after stopping the right 
fielder, he has quit on the ball 
himself and allowed it to fal] safe. 
An inspection of my dagen this 
season shows six such instances. 
If such a thing should happen dur- 
ing the coming series the effect 
might be disastrous. 

Both these men are world’s se- 
ries veterans. Collins has played 
in all the Athletic series, and he 
has shown the same kind of ball in 
the big affair that he does during 
the regular season. With his bril- 
liant execution and perfect form, 
he can be relied upon as a steady 
and reliable defensive player. His 
hitting ought not to be great in 
this series. It is a cinch that 
McGraw will aim his pitchers to 
stop Collins and Jackson more than 
any of the others of the White 
Sox, and I believe that both 
Schupp and Sallee will turn this 
trick to a large extent. Collins 
hits the southpaws fairly well, 
better by far than most left-hand- 
ed batters do. but, in a world’s se- 
ries, with the details carefully 
worked out in advance, with each 
pitcher instructed and coached to 
the limit as to every man, the 


best natural batters are under a 
handicap. 

As a watt see later, it is a hard 
job for any manager to figure a 
pitcher to stop all the White Sox. 
This team has both a right and left- 
handed punch, and the pitcher who 
stops one wrecking crew must face 
the other. 

Herzog Rated High. 

Study for a time the records of 
Herzog this season. He is far be- 
iow Collins in number of hits and 
in percentage. Yet, playing in 
many fewer games and hitting far 
below him, stealing fewer bases 
and seemingly mechanically infe- 
rior in attack, Herzog has scored 
almost as many runs as has the 
Chicago star. He is one of the 
best run-getters in the business, 
and, once on first, he is resource- 
ful, clever, and he gets around some 
way. 
I have been compelled to discount 
Herzog’s value largely on the re- 
ports of his condition. It is being 
announced that he is “all right, 
but the reports indicate that he is 
not completely recovered from his 
collapse, and that his injured back 
is still giving him trouble. He has 
been given opportunity to rest it 
and get it into shape, and it is to 
be hoped that he will be right 
when he goes to second base. 

For another thing, Herzog is 
not naturally a second baseman. 
He has acquired a certain knack 
and proficiency in playing on that 
side of the diamond, but his natu- 
ral place is on the other half, 
where he handles balls faster and 
them away quicker. How- 
ever, his playing at second this 
season has been satisfactory. | 

It seems to be a case of the .m- 
passive, Connie Mack style of ball 
player, performing his work with- 
out emotion and with the precise- 
ness of a machine, pitted against a 
fiery, fighting, nervy fellow of less 
mechanical ability. It is going to 
be interesting to see which car- 
ries off the honors.

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STARS OF 


EDWARD T. COLLINS, 
(Chicago White Sox.) 


Wise old Connie Mack is re- 
sponsible for starting Eddie Col- 
lins on his brilliant big league 
career. Back in 1906 he heard 
that Columbia University had a 
second baseman who was as much 
like the average college player as 
Walter Johnson is like a Texas 
League pitcher. 

They called him “the wondre” 
at Columbia because of his speed, 
flashy fielding and batting punch. 
Mack signed Collins to a Phila- 
delphia contract while Eddie was 
still a student and the latter 
played under the alias “Sullivan.” 

He was the star college player 
of 1904-5. In 1906 and 1907 he 
held down the bench for the Ath- 
letics, learning big league ways 
and forgetting a lot of college 
baseball. In 1908 Kddie jumped 
into the Athletics’ line-up, play- 
ing second and third base and 
shortstop, hitting .273 in 102 
games and stealing 8 bases. 

It was in 1909 that Collins 
flashed forth as a brilliant star 
and practically made the Ath- 
letics’ infield. Playing second 
base he massaged the horsehide 
for a .346 average, stole 67 bases 
and covered all the ground the 
law allows. Since his first year 
as an Athletic regular Collins has 
never hit below .30% and in 1911 
he had the astounding average 
Of .365 for 132 games. 

Columbia Kddie is probably the 
most brilliant second baseman 
who ever slammed the pill on a 
runner going into second. He has 
shown brilliancy in every world 
series he has played in with the 
famous Athletics and is a brainy, 
self-confident player. They used 
to call him “Cocky Collins” 
around the circuit because of his 
superb self-confidence. 

In speed and batting ability he 
stands head and shoulders above 
every second baseman in years. 
His superiority this season, as far 
as averages go, hasn't been so 
pronounced, as he has hit below 
.390 most of the year, but there 
is still quite a gap between 
“Cocky Eddie and the next high- 
est second baseman as far as 
phvsical ability goes 

Eddie was born in Millerton, N. 
Y.. May 2, 1887, is 56 feet 9 inches 
tall, and weighs 165 pounds. 

He lacks the personality and 
aggressiveness of Herzog, and is 
rather colorless, aS most of the 
famous old Athletie infield were, 
but he is the class of the second 
baseman today, nevertheless. The 
White Sox have a whale of a 
player in this Collins—and his 
World Serjes experience and 
brain work should prove a big 
facter in this series.

You can’t tell by its size how 
hard a mule can kick, and you 
can’t tell what “Buck” Herzog 
will do in a World Series by his 
season’s percentage. 

That’s because Herzog is the 
ginger-jar of the diamond. He 
has personality plus, the old pep 
simply oozes out of him and his 
middle name is “scrap.” Don't 
rely on the dope in “figuring 
Herzy for the Series Mix. He has 
a bad habit of kicking the per- 


centage figures through the roof 
in a crisis and rising tuo an emerg- 
ency like a hungry hobo rises tu 
the call for dinner. 

This was proven in 1912 World 
Series against the Boston Ked 
Box. Herzog had hit only .263 
that year over the season's play, 
yet he was one of the dominant 
factors in prolonging the series 
to 8 games and almost copping 
it for the luckless Giants. 

He weighs only 160 lbs., “soak- 
ing wet,” as the boxers say, and 
is about 5 feet 10 inches tall, yet 
he challenged Cobb, who out- 
weighed him 30 Ibs. to a bare 
knuckle fight last spring and 
gave Tyrus quite a lot of trouble, 

Herzog is the winning type of 
player. He is a whirlwind fielder, 
fast on the bases and by his ag- 
gressiveness and personality rais- 
es the efficiency of any club he 
is with at least 10 per cent. He 
has a keen baseball brain,-a fine 
pair of fielding hands and al- 
though this season he has tickled 
the pill around only .230, is al- 
ways a bad guy in a pinch, 

“Buck” is 32 years old, being 
born in Baltimore, Md., July 9, 
1885, and is a college man. He 
Was a Star at Maryland Univer- 
sity and in 1906 played semi-pro 
ball for Ridgley, Md. He started 
his “pro” career in the Tri-State 
League with Reading and went 
to the Giants in 1905, was traded 
to the Boston Nationals in 1910, 
secured again by the Giants in 
1911 and went to Cincinnati Reds 
in 1914 as manager. Hie came 
back to New York in 1916 in the 
deal that sent Matty to Cincin- 
nati as manager. 

(Charley came to the Giants in 
1908 with a minor league batting 
mark of only .204, but MeGraw 
saw him in action, took one slant 
at the cut of his jaw and his ag- 
gressive map and knew he want- 
ed him. Herzog has played every 
infield position but first base, 
but his real job is at the keystone 
sack. He is the ideal type to 
captain a ball club.

BANKERS ARE URGED 
70 ASSIST FARMERS 


Agriculture in Relation to War 
Discussed at Atlan- 
tic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., September 24.— 
Agriculture in its relation to the war 
and the part bankers should play in 
aiding America to feed its allies were 
the chief topics today before the pre- 
liminary sessions of the American 
Bankers’ association. The general con- 
Vention will open tomorrow. 

The feature today was a meeting of 
the agricultural commission, at which 
the food problem in its relation to 
finance was discussed by several speak- 
ers. Declaring that food will win the 
war, G. Hl. Powell, a representative of 
Herbert C. Hoover, said the food ad- 
ministration is going to proceed upon 
the assumption that the food problem 
can be worked ou®S“not through drastic 
aw, but through the patriotic co-op- 
producers and consumers and 
all other agencies.” ‘‘This country,” he 
added, “is going to make every endeav- 
or to avoid one of Great Britain's mis- 
takes, the attempting to regulate the 
food situation through hard and fast 
rules.” 

Bradford Knapp, in charge of depart- 
ment of agriculture demonstration 
work in the south, told the bankers he 
was greatly disturbed over conditions 
in that section surrounding the mar- 
keting of the crop. “One thing,” he 
said, ‘i‘s absolutely essential if we are 
to do our duty for the world in this 
crisis and that is a satisfied body of 
farmers. If they are not satisfied we 
are not going to get the productions we 
are going to need next year. I am in- 
formed that new corn in Florida went 
on the market at $1 a bushel when 
corn elsewhere brought $2. Now they 
are saying that corn does not pay in 
Florida. I am sorry to say that the 
average farmer is not a good business 
man. Somebody must help him. I 
know of cases where banks took charge 
of entire shipments for tReir communi- 
ties, collected the money and distribut- 
ed it to the farmers without collecting 
a penny for the service. This is the 
right spirit.” 


CONGRESS COMMITTEE 
ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Washington, September 24.—Creation 
of a committee on woman suffrage was 
ordered by the house late today by a 
vote of 181 to 107. 

The ways and means committee will 
name the personnel of the new commit- 
tee, which will assume charge of all 
suffrage bills, now handled by the 
strongly anti-suffrage judiciary com- 
mittee. Either Representative Baker, 
of California, or Representative Tay- 
lor, of Colorado, will be made chairman. 
Miss Rankin, of Montana, has been sug- 
gested but as she is a republican, she 
is not likely to be named. 

Creation of the committee for which 
the suffragists long have contended 
assures an early fight on the Susan B. 
Anthony suffrage amendment at the 
next session of congress. Both suffra- 
gists and anti-suffragists say they are 
anxious that the bill be reported, as 
they are confident of victory on the 
floor. 

The antis, headed by Chairman Webb, 
of the judiciary committee, made a 
hard fight today against the resolution. 
They maintained that its adoption 
would be taken as an. indorsement of 
white house picketing and that it was 
unnecessary inasmuch as the judiciary 
committee planned to report the amend- 
ment resolution early in the next ses- 


Sign. 

Miss Rankin and Representative Pou, 
chairman of the rules committee, who 
reported the resolution, made the prin- 
cipal speeches for it. Mr. Pou declared 
that President Wilson had written him 
urging the naming of the committee 
and when Mr. Webb said he did not 
think the president ever made. such 
a statement Mr. Pou produced tife let- 
ter. It was not read, 

The senate suffrage committee, which 
is inactive, has been organized several 
years. 

While the house was voting four of 
the woman party’s so-called pickets 
were arrested for displaying banners 
before the white house. They were 
released on bond to appear tomorrow. 


Hotel Clerk Found Dead. 


Valdosta, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.) —W. M. Lewis, day clerk at the 
Hiotel Paa&terson, was found dead in 
bed this morning. He had been ill and 
under the care of a physician for sev- 
eral days, but his condition was not re- 
garded as serious. He came here last 
May from Columbus. 


Cotton Crop Hard Hit. 


Thomasville, Ga., September 24.— 
(Special.)—The ginners’ report from 
Thomas county shows that up to Sep- 
tember 8 there were 2,650 bales 
cotton ginned in the county, as against 
6,166 for the same date last year. This 
would indicate that less than half a 
crop will be produced this season, as 
already much of the cetton has been 
picked. 


Building Potato Warehouse. 


Valdosta, Ga., September 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-A potato curing warehouse, with 
a capacity of 6,000 bushels, is being 
erected at Hahira. It will be the first 
plant of the kind in this county. The 
pullding is to take care of the present 
crop of sweet potatoes, and will be 
ready for operation by the time the 
crop is harvested, It is being construct- 
ed on plans rec6mmended by the fed- 
eral government. 
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AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
MUST PUSH WAR WORK 


War Board Orders More In- 
tense Concentration—Lux- 
uries to Suffer. 


Washington, September 24.—More in- 
tense concentration of American indus- 
try on war work was foreshadowed to- 


night in an order issued by the priority | 


committee of the war industries board 
directing that in all cases preference in 
orders for iron and steel and their prod- 
ucts be given to concerns turning out 
materials actually necessary for the 
war’s conduct. 

Through its power to control transpor- 
tation, the priority committee will ex- 
ercise a@ general supervision over the 
placing of contracts for the govern- 
ment, the allies and the public, issufng 
certificates on which orders may be 


filled. Similar control over other 
dustries may be assumed later. 
Twenty-five thousand copies of the 
order were sent today to manufacturing 
plants throughout the country, request- 
ing them to observe the committee’s 
regulations. In event they are not ob- 
served, the committee will exercise its 
full authority and hold up railroad 
shipments wherever necessary.
